ENTERTAINMENT OF THE RETAIL FUR- 
NITURE DEALERS VISITING THE EX- 
POSITION. 

"THE Furniture Manufacturers' Association resolved 
I to worthily inaugurate the Third Semi-Annual 
Exposition by giving a series of entertainments to the 
viBiting buyers registered at the Exposition. The 
programme included a sail to Glen Island to partake 
of a clam-bake on Tuesday, July 12th ; a drive to 
Washington Bridge on Wednesday, July 13th, and a 
banquet in the Metropolitan Hotel on the evening of 
Thursday, July 14th. The entertainments were con- 
ducted by the committee of management, Messrs. 
Cummings, F. G. Schreukeisen, and F. W. Page, and 
everything eventuated most successfully. 

Glen Island. 

The sail to Glen Island on Tuesday afternoon was 
a most delightful affair. No city on the continent 
affords so many near-by resorts, and no sail could 
have been planned by the committee that would 
have combined with it a finer succession of attrac- 
tive points of view. The start was made at foot of 
Forty fifth street, west, down North river, past the 
Statue of Liberty, with a sweeping turn in the har- 
bor by Governor's Island, under the bridge, and 
thence up the Sound to Glen Island. 

There was no half way work about this boat ride, 
either in the sail itself or the comfort and entertain- 
ment of the guests. The steamer was a Starin, with 
spacious appointments. A full band of music was 
in attendance, and if there was a creature comfort 
lacking in the whole trip no one discovered it. Be- 
sides, the full Board of Trustees of the Exposition 
Association were ubiquitous in their efforts to give 
all a good time. Arrived at the Island, there was an 
hour for the scattering of the crowd among its 
attractions before the clambake, which was served 
at 5 p. m. in the main hall of the pavilion. It proved 
a splendid success. 

The Drive. 

A little before 3 o'clock on Wednesday afternoon 
the roadways surrounding the big Industrial Build- 
ing began to fill up with handsome open carriages. 
At half past three the visitors were directed to "Get 
in, boys I" and at 4 o'clock fifty carriages and half a 
dozen park phsetons were on their way for the long 
drive. There were 260, all told, in the carriages, 
every man of whom was provided with cigars before 
he started. The procession started up Lexington 
avenue, Fifty-seventh street, down Fifty-seventh to 
the Park, and so on up to the Riverside drive to 
Washington Bridge. At Wendell's a lunch was 
served. Many of the visitors who have been coming 
to New York for years had never been over the 
route before, and they were delighted, even though 
the sun scorched and burned. 

The Banquet. 

The banquet to the dealers attending the first 
annual convention of the National Retail Furniture 
Dealers' Association was given in the Metropolitan 
Hotel on Thursday evening. Nearly 600 people sat 
down around six long tables. Delegates were pres- 
ent from every State in the Union. C. H. Medicus 
was toastmaster. On the dais with him sat C. H. 
Cox, C. E. Cummings, of Boston ; Henry J. Nelson, 
of Burlington, Vt.; John M. Karsch, William

The toasts were responded to by Police Commis- 
sioner McClave, who spoke on the subject of " Our 
Country and City ;" L. A. Jennings, of Newcastle, 
Ind., who spoke on "Associations;" S. P. Porter, of 
Indianapolis, whose subject was " On the Future of 
Expositions," and James Wemyss, Jr., of Boston, who 
discussed the subject of " Design." The officers of 
the Manufacturers' Association are C. H. Medicus, 
president; C. E. Cummings, vice-president ; Isaac 
C, Winner, secretary, and F. Mohr, treasurer. On 
the entertainment committee were C. E. Cummings, 
F. West Page, John M. Karsch, F. Mohr, and F. E. 
Schrenkeisen,

RETAIL FURNITURE DEALERS' 
CONVENTION. 

The dealers called together in convention in this 
city met Tuesday at 10 A. m. at the Christian Asso- 
ciation Hall on Fourth avenue and Twenty- third 
street. The number was meagre in comparison with 
expectations. Mr. J. H. Symonds read an opening 
address. E. L. Denhart, Louisville, Ky., was ap- 
pointed temporary chairman. Upon motion the 
chair was requested to appoint a committee on cre- 
dentials and one upon permanent organization. The 
chair appointed for the former C. B. Buckingham, 
G. P. Woodbury, and F. W. Kline ; for the latter D. 
D. P. Powell, H. J. Nelson, J. F. Zahn, C. H. Dur- 
ken, L. A. Jennings. Adjourned. 

At the opening of the convention Wednesday the 
credential committee reported sixty-three delegates. 

The committee on organization reported as fol- 
lows: For president, L. A. Jennings; first vice- 
president, E. L. Denhart ; second vice-president, F. 
W. Wilson ; third vice-president, J. F. Zang ; secre- 
tary and treasurer, J. Henry Symonds. 

Both reports were adopted. President Jennings 
taking the chair, it was moved and carried that a 
permanent organization be formed and be known as 
the Retail Furniture Dealers' Association of the 
United States. An executive committee of five, con- 
sisting of M. Umstadter, E. L. Denhart, U. C. Web- 
ster, J. F. Zang, and C. B. Buckingham, were ap- 
pointed to relieve the convention of the burden of 
its practical work. This committee immediately re- 
tired, and after consultation brought in the follow- 
ing report in substance : That the president of the 
convention be an ex-officio member, J. H. Symonds 
its secretary ; that the committee correspond with 
all similar associations of dealers at various points 
of country now seeking to organize and secure their 
co-operation if possible in one common undertak- 
ing ; that the duty of the committee shall be to re- 
ceive all questions of interest from the members and 
handle through correspondence to the best interests 
of all, and that a fee of one dollar be assessed from 
each member to defray expenses. A committee of 
five were appointed to draft a constitution and by- 
laws. Adjourned to Thursday, at 9 a. m. 

At the convention Thursday morning, while await- 
ing the report of the committee on constitution and 



by-laws, the following resolution, introduced by Mr. 
Umstadter, was passed : 

Resolved, That we, the retail dealers of the Retail 
Furniture Dealers' Association of the United States, 
in convention assembled, hereby express to the 
American Furniture Manufacturers' Exposition As- 
sociation the assurance of our earnest appreciation 
of the entertainments provided by them for us on 
the 12tb, 13th and 14th inst. The pleasure afforded by 
each of these events, and the opportunity it afforded 
for a better personal acquaintance, both between our 
hosts and our members, coming as we do from all 
parts of the Union, and meeting, with but few ex- 
ceptions, as entire strangers, has made the generous 
entertainments not only a source of great pleas- 
ure, but of great benefit. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be for- 
warded by our secretary to the secretary and presi- 
dent of the American Furniture Manufacturers' Ex- 
position Association. 

The report of the committee on constitution and 
by-laws was then taken up, perfected section by 
section, and finally adopted as a whole. The follow- 
ing resolution was then taken from the file and 
passed : 

Whereas, We as retail furniture dealers pay the 
freight, and have learned by experience that there 
are many inequalities in existing rates. 

Resolved, That we, as the Retail Furniture Dealers' 
Association of the United States, demand a revision 
of the classification and a reduction in freight rates 
on furniture, and a prompter settlement of all just 
claims. 

The business of organization having been con- 
cluded, and the association put on a working basis, 
the main object of the present convention had been 
reached. Pending adjournment a vote of thanks 
was tendered the president for his able conduct of 
the convention ;also to Mr, J. H. Symonds for his 
efficient interest in getting the convention together. 
Brief responses full of congratulation for the start 
made and hope for the future, were given by these 
gentlemen. Adjournment was then carried to the 
next annual meeting, subject to the call of the 
executive committee. 

While the convention has not been largely at- 
tended, still about seventy-five names have been en- 
rolled on the membership list, and co-operation with 
the organization has been promised by hundreds 
more. The full proceedings of the convention, with 
a copy of the constitution and by-laws, are to be 
published in pamphlet form, and sent to all retail 
dealers. 



CONVENTION OF RETAIL FURNITURE 
DEALERS AT CINCINNATI. 

The first session of the National Convention of 
Retail Furniture Dealers was held in Dexter Hall, 
Cincinnati, on Thursday, July 14th, 1892. Over 100 
delegates attended. Mr. John Eman acted as chair- 
man, and objected to retail dealings by manufactur- 
ers, and the too frequent changes of style.

THE TOMB OF GENERAL GRANT. 

'"THE monument to General U. S. Grant, of which 
*■ we present an illustration herewith, is to be 
erected over his grave in Riverside Park, in the 
upper portion of New York City. General Grant's 
remains were placed there on August 8, 1885, per- 
mission being granted both by the New York State 
Legislature, and the city authorities. A temporary 
structure was erected over the tomb, which it was 
not expected would remain longer than for a few 
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be about $500,000, all of which has been subscribed 
by the business and professional men. of the City 
of New York. 

The memorial will be of light granite, about 100 
feet square and 150 feet high. It will be on high 
ground, the base being 150 feet above the level of 
the sea, which will put the pinnacle of the mon- 
ument 300 feet higher than the Hudson. It will be 
high enough and large enough to be seen from the Pal- 
isades, the towers of the Brooklyn Bridge, all high 
grounds within ten miles of the park and every 
vessel that sails up and down the river. Three 
millions of dollars has been spent by the city in its 
work of decorating this pleasure ground. The 
foundations for the monument are now finished 
and the first course of granite, 10 feet in height, has 
been put under construction. On April 27, the Presi- 
dent of the United States laid the corner stone. 

The committee of Architecture, of which Richard 
M, Hunt is the head, are agreed that when com- 
pleted this monument will be in every sense worthy 
of the metropolis of America.

months. From the fact that the park is a portion of 
the metropolis but little known except to those who 
dwell in the vicinity, few persons are aware of the 
exact location of the tomb, although no inquiry is 
more often made by strangers from other cities. 
Shortly after the death of General Grant, meetings 
were held looking to the erection of a monument, 
but though the committee then appointed was con- 
tinued till very recently, less than one-third of the 
total sum required for the purpose had been con- 
tributed. Out of this much was spent for salaries 
and printing. The committee however was recently 
reorganized, though much smaller, it contained 
none but active men. Gen. Horace Porter, long 
associated with General Grant, abandoned his 
-private business and did not resume it until the 
-monument was assured and the money subscribed. 
He received no compensation for this, nor did any 
other members of the committee. The total cost will

The beams supporting the ceilings are also 
sheathed with decorative armor plating in tones of 
pink and cream. These 6teel ceilings are so simple 
in execution that any decorator can put them up, 
and are adapted for buildings of all kinds, whether 
new or old.

NOT the least important of the many accessories 
of interior decoration nowadays is the manu- 
facture of picture mouldings, which in variety of 
design and color are keeping pace with the mo6t ad- 
vanced ideas in mural decoration. The demand at 
present is for quiet colors in as great a variety of 
pattern as possible, and it is the object of the manu- 
facturer of picture mouldings to be able to match 
any given style or coloring of wall decoration in 
picture mouldings.

The firm have 
been established twenty years, and about a year ago 
started a store on Columbus avenue of thi6 city, 
where, by courtesy and strict attention to business 
they created so large a trade that they were obliged 
to move to their new store on 116th street. Mr. S. 
Jacobson is the president of the concern, and Mr. E. 
S. Jacobson manager. The firm contract to hang the 
mouldings, and from what decorators tell us both 
money and annoyance are saved by adopting this 
method of doing the work. 

Mouldings are not only used for hanging pictures, 
but their use is being extended in many other direc- 
tions. The mouldings are in some cases put directly 
underneath the cove, enriching that member of the 
wall surface, particularly where no frieze is used on 
account of the low ceiling of the apartment. Mould- 
ing is also used as a dado rail to prevent walls from 
being injured by chairs or furniture, and panel 
mouldings for ceilings are finished in all 6tyles, but 
chiefly consist of a finish of plain wood, with or 
without gold ornamentation. In blended colors some 
pretty effects are shown. There are blendings of 
pink and cream, with relief parts in gold. There 
are combinations of pink and gold, cream and gold 
and gobelin blue with egg and dark relief member 
in silver. Leaf traceries in gold relief ornament 
variously tinted grounds. Rococo scrolls and Em- 
pire earlands in gold relief are favorite styles in 
mouldings to harmonize with.
